The
orator of the occasion noted this fact and in
his peroration suggested that it would be a
noble, humane and gracious act for the body
of Union soldiers to mareh to the Coufederats
Cemetery and decorate the resting places of
the dead of the “lost cause,” many of whom,
though they had been arrayed against them
undera different _ag, had been dear neigh-
bors and companions before the national strife
began. The crowd needed no persussion, and
&t onc® the march began. Word was sent to
the Confederate veterans of this purpose, and
when the Union men arrived and were received
through an open column of Southern
goldlers the scene was one of the
most tender and tooching that the yonng
author had ever witnessed. That noble act
swept away all sectional feeling that had pre-
vailed and cemented all hearts ina common
brotherbood under the dear old Stars and
Btripes. This incident, Gillette says, convinced
bim that the time had come when the peopla
of both the North and the South would be
willing and glad to receive a rlsy founded on
the Civil War, providing its go; should not be
